1. AT NOVEMBER 12 MEETING, WG ACCEPTED ALL CHANGES (REF A) 

US PROPOSED IN AERIAL INSPECTION PAPER (REF B) WITH FEW 
EXCEPTIONS NOTED BELOW. ACTION REQUESTED: BY NOVEMBER 19, 
AUTHORIZATION TO ACCEPT PAPER WITH US CHANGES AND MODIFICATIONS 
LISTED IN PARA 3 BELOW. 

2. CANADIAN REP (BECKETT) SAID HIS AUTHORITIES SAW NO NEED TO 
DELETE FROM AN INTERNAL ALLIANCE DOCUMENT REFERENCES TO 
MEDIUMLEVEL AIR PHOTOGRAPHY (4,000 TO 10,000 FEET) AND TO 

ACTIVE SENSORS SUCH AS IMAGING RADAR. PAPER SHOULD BE AS COMPLETE 
AS POSSI IE IN ASSESSING FEASIBILITY AND EFFECTIVENESS OF 
SECRET 
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AERIAL INSPECTION. CANADIAN REP SUGGESTED WG COULD MENTION 
CONSIDERATIONS IN PARA 2 REF A IN CAVEAR OR FOOTNOTES. SOME 
OTHER REPS SUPPORTED CANADIAN VIEW. AFTER FURTHER DISCUSSION, 
CANADIAN REP AGREED TO DELETE REFERENCE TO ALTITUDE 4,000- 
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10,000 FEET FOR AIRBORNE INSPECTION AND TO INDICATE IN FOOT- 
NOTES THAT REFERENCES TO IMAGING RADAR SHOULD NOT BE DISCUSSED 
IN NEGOTIATIONS WITH EAST. 

3. FOLLOWING ARE MODIFICATIONS IN US CHANGES AND ADDITIONAL 
CHANGES WG REPS PROPOSED NOVEMBER 12. PARA NUMBERS TRACK WITH 
REF B TEXT: 

PARA 5B( 1): SHIFT FIRST SENTENCE TO END OF PARA AND ADD 
FOOTNOTE "THE TECHNICAL CONSIDERATIONS OUTLINED IN THIS LAST 
SENTENCE ARE NOT TO BE DISCUSSED WITH THE EAST DURING NEGOTIA- 
TIONS." CHANGE SENTENCE BEGINNING "WHETHER MUCH USE COULD BE 
MADE OF ADVERSE" TO READ "IT IS DOUBTFUL WHETHER MUCH USE COULD 
BE MADE OF ADVERSE WEATHER CONDITIONS TO MAKE MAIOR TROOP 
MOVEMENTS IN CONTRAVENTION OF AN AGREEMENT; THE NECESSARY 
COMPLICATED PLAN FOR SUCH A BREECH OF AGREEMENT COULD NOT BE 
BASED ON AN ASSUMPTION OF ADVERSE WEATHER CONDITIONS OC- 
CURRING AT THE RIGHT TIME, RIGHT-PLACE, AND FOR THE RIGHT DUR- 
ATION." (BELGIUM). 

PARA 5B: ADD AS A SUB-PARA ( 10) "SOME TYPES OF AIR RECON- 
NAISANCE COULD BE HIGHLY INTRUSIVE AND MIGHT BE UNAC- 
CEPTABLE TO THE NATIONS CONCERNED." (CANADA) 

PARA 7B: INSTEAD OF DELETING PARA ADD SOME FOOTNOTES AS 
AT END OF PARA 5B (1). 

PARA 9B: ADD TO US CHANGE A FOOTNOTE STATING "ONE 
EXAMPLE OF SUCH AN AIRCRAFT OPERATED BY MOST OF THE ALLIES IS 
THE C-130 HURCULES." (SHAPE) 

PARA 12C: INSTEAD OF DELETING SENTENCE BEGINNING "CONTROL 
OF SENSORS" ADD AT END OF THIS SENTENCE SAME FOOTNOTE AS 
AT END OF PARA 5B (1). 

PARA 15B (2): INSTEAD OF DELETING PARA, REPLACE IT WITH 
SENTENCE "AIR PHOTOGRAPHY WOULD NOE METHOD OF AERIAL INSPECTION 
WHICH WOULD GIVE MOST, IF NOT ALL, ALLIES A CHANCE TO PARTICIPATE." 

PARA 15B (4) (A): PUT PERIOD AFTER WORDS "FROM THEIR POINT 
OF VIEW." CHANGE REST OF PARA TO READ "THE COUNTRY"COUNTRIES 
TO BE INSPECTED WOULD NO DOUBT SPECIFY FLIGHT REGULATIONS FOR 
THE INSPECTING AIRCRAFT BY THERE COULD BE NO GUARANTEE THAT 
ACCIDENTAL OR DELIBERATE DEVIATIONS FROM STIPULATED FLIGHT 
SECRET 
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PATHS WOULD NOT OCCUR." (SHAPE).
